_  To  assert  that  Dan  Patch  never  met  good  horses 
IB  gettmg  well  behind  the  facts.  Harold  H.  2:04, 
SearchligTit  2:03^.  Connor  2:03J4,  Indiana  2:04^. 
and  Riley  B.  2:06j4,  were  the  very  cream  of  the 
pacing  division,  and  -what  better  horses  could  he 
have  met?  The  truth  is,  Dan  was  so  immeasurably 
superior  in  speed  and  stamina  that  really  good 
horses  were  commonplace  in  comparison.  In  hia 
racing  career  he  paced  fifty-six  contested  heats, 
losmg  but  two.  His  last  race  was  hia  best,  as  with 
the  fastest  field  ever  opposed  to  him  he  let  them  do 
the  leading  and  only  extended  himself  in  the  last 
halt  of  both  miles.  Having  out-classed  himself,  not 
tlirough  lack  of  speed,  but  a  superabundance  of  it, 
he  then  became  an  exhibition  horse,  with  the  effect 
of  attracting  a  greater  number  of  people  to  see  hia 
contests  against  time.  His  first  start  in  an  exhibi- 
tion was  at  Columbus,  to  beat  2:01^,  the  record  of 
his  great  racing  sire.  An  immense  crowd  gathered 
but  the  weather  conditions  were  unfavorable.  The 
first  quarter  was  slow,  31  seconds,  but  the  next  was 
paced  in  29*  seconds,  making  the  half  1:00,  which 
prepared  the  waiting  throng  for  a  broken  record.

erety  pen  devoted  to  the  light  harness  horse  as  he  has 
passed  in  ruid  lucoeMion,  frc»n  <Hie  achieve- 
ment, previously  unheard  of,  to  another.  His  fame 
has  gone  around  the  world  until  in  every  i.ook  and 
comer  of  it  where  the  ^peed  of  the  harness  horse  is 
prized,  his  name  is  as  familiar  as  that  of  any  hn> 
man  hero,  and  his  performances  are  oft-told  tales. 
So,  what  then  remains  to  be  said?  Nothing,  it 
would  seem.  But  again,  is  there  not,  too,  every- 
thing? For  who.  among  horsemen,  ever  tires  of 
talking  of  Dan  Patch,  of  hearing  of  him,  of  reading 
about  him?  Or  what  turf  writer,  whose  heart  is 
in  hit  work,  tires  of  writing  of  him? 

The  mental  picture  of  Dan  Patch  as  I  first  saw 
him  is  as  vivid  as  though  it  were  of  yesterday.    The 

^  scene  was  the  paddock  at  Brighton  Beach,  m  1901. 

^The  son  of  Joe  Patchen  and  Zelica  was  to  start  in 
the  2:08  class.  He  was  fresh  from  five  consecutive 
Victories  at  Windsor,  Detroit,  Cleveland,  Columbus, 
and  Buffalo,  in  which  he  had  played  with  his 
fields,  whether  in  2:07^  or  2:1414,  in  such  fashion 
that  the  coldest  critics,  the  most  astute  students  of 
form  and  class,  were  alike  baffled  in  fhcir  attempts 
to  gauge  his  limit.

I  Jiad  heard  so  much  of  him, 
without  seeing  him,  that  when 
the  chance  came,  was  among  the 
first  who  formed  the  ring  soon 
packed  about  him  as  he  was 
made  ready  for  the  opening 
heat.  The  impression  that  he 
instantly  made  upon  me  was  the 
profound  one  that  only  a  very 
great  horse  can  produce.  He 
stood  as  quietly  amid  the  throng 
pressing  around  him  as  if  obli- 
vious of  its  presence;  with  an 
expression  of  innate  power,  of 
tremendous  but  wnostentatious 
individual  force,  such  as,  I  sup- 
pose, Daniel  Webster,  among 
men,  must  have  possessed.  In- 
stinctively, as  I  gaied  at  him,  I 


That  was  the  last  heat  that  night.  But 
the  race  to  alt  intents  and  purposes,  waa 
over,  for  the  two  heats  next  day  were 
little  but  matter  of  form.  For  that  mat- 
ter, what  else  was  any  of  the  eighteen 
races  in  which  Dan  Patch  took  part?  It 
was  invariably  Dan  first  and  the  rest  no- 
where, from  the  first  one  to  the  last 

In  this  connection  let  me  pause  to  say 
a  word  concerning  the  flaw  which  a  few 
jealous  fault-finders  have  endeavored  to 
pick  in  the  reputation  of  Dan  Patch,  viz.: 
That,  as  a  race  horse,  he  does  not  rank 
with  Star  Pointer,  John  R.  Gentry  and  Joe  Patchen.

He  would  not  be  guilty  of 
it,  because,  having  seen  him,  and  seen  tnem,  he 
knows  what  the  result  of  a  race  between  Dan  and 
any  other  horse  ever  before  the  public  would  be— 
the  same  result  that  has  attended  all  his  races,  antU 
he  has  placed  himself  ao  far  beyond  rivalry  u  to 
be  quit  of  it  entirely. 

Last  fall,  after  Prince  Alert  had  turned  the  Em- 
pire track  in  1:57  behind  his  canvas  propeller,  and 
an  effort  was  being  made  to  badger  Ur.  Savage  into 
matching  Dan  against  him,  because  he  refused  to, 
an  attempt  was  made  to  place  him  and  the  horse  in 
a  false  light— to  convey  the  impression  that  ht 
was  afraid  to.  Mr.  Savage  promptly  replied  fai 
print  It  was  a  wholesome  rcpiy>  >nd  to  the  point 
He  laid  that  if  the. Prince  wanted  to  come  out  from 
behind  his  wind  shield  and  take  off  his  "straps,"  ha 
would  be  glad  to  accommodate  him;  but  that  Dan 
had  a  higher  purpose  to  fulfill  than  beating  hobbled 
geldings;  and  that  it  waa  his  intention  to  derota 
him  to  that  purpose. 

The  turf  world  owes  Mr.  Savage  a  debt  of  thanks 
that  he  did  adhere  to  it  under  provocation  that  only 
a  man  of  strong  self-control  could  have  withatood.

Sani,  Theae  matters  must  not  be  overlooked  if  you 
MiM  a  good  foal.  You  cannot  be  auccessfiil  in  the 
breeding  of  horses  unless  you  have  an  intelligent 
conception  of  the  subject  in  all  its  details  and  re- 

anirements.  If  breeding  for  .'arm  wor'  or  hea\-y 
"ft  horses,  the  gait  to  be  most  desired  is  a  fast 
walk.  Owners  of  farm  or  draft  horses  would  save 
themselves  hundreds  of  dollars  annually  if  they 
would  carefully  cultivate  the  fast  walk.  Fast  walk- 
ing draft  horses  are  more  valuable  to  the  world  in 
general  than  hundreds  of  two-minute  trotters  or 
pacers. 

TOO  MUCH  CURRY-COMB. 

The  curry-comb  should  be  used  sparingly,  because 
it  IS  too  harsh  in  the  hands  of  a  rough  attendant 
In  nearly  every  case  a  good  brush  is  all  that  is 
necessary  m  order  to  thoroughly  clean  any  horse. 
A  corn  cob  is  much  better  to  use  on  the  legs  of 
"l*"-  "i^*""  **■■"  *  «irry-comb.  Some  horses  have 
their  dispositions  entirely  ruined  by  having  a  sharp 
curry-comb  roughly  applied  every  day.  It  is  hard 
to  groom  a  horse  too  much,  providing  gentle  in- 
slmmcnts  are  used.

If  the  t^t 
H  lifted  from  the  groand  or  Is  tnrowfi  forward  with 
toe  poiating  to  the  groand  and  heel  railed,  be  on 
the  loohout  for  diteaic  of  the  narlcnlar  bone.  If 
tbc  toe  if  raited  and  the  heel  brought  down,  the 
horw  has  bad  laminitia,  founder,  or  back  sinews 
bavc  been  sprained.    Do  not  buy  him. 

If  the  horse  stands  with  bJs  feet  drawn  under  him, 
he  has  weak  mnscles.  If  he  stands  with  his  feet 
spread  apart  or  straddles  with  his  hind  legs,  he  has 
wtak  loins  and  the  kidneys  are  dcrangea.  If  the 
knees  are  bent  or  tremble,  he  has  been  permanently 
injured  by  heavy  pulling.  If  he  has  a  bluish  or 
milky  coat  in  his  eyes,  he  will  be  liable  to  go  blind 
It  any  time.  You  cannot  trust  a  horse's  mouth  as 
a  sure  index  of  his  age.  If  a  horse's  legs  are 
scarred,  look  out  for  a  kicker  or  a  stumbler.  If 
the  respiratory  organs  arc  in  any  way  impaired,  yon 
do  not  want  nim. 

BAD  DRIVINO. 

Drive  slowly  when  the  horse  is  full  of  food  and 
water.  After  his  muscles  are  limbered  and  he  is 
tmptlcd.  hii  siwcd  can  be  increased  with  safety.  A 
poor  driver  will  sometimes  ruin  a  horse  by  rapid 
wiving  at  the  start.  If  you  intended  to  run  a  foot 
r»ee,  you  would  not  cat  a  targe  meal  just  before 
yoa  started.  Treat  your  horse  accordingly. 
HUMAN  NATUKC  IN  THB  HOMS.

woald  prove  to  be  tbe  most  remarkible  ending  of 
an  event  in  the  annals  of  the  turf. 

The  horses  turned  for  scorins.  Cobweb  taking 
hia  position  with  the  dirt  screen  directly  in  front 
of  tne,  great  pacer,  while  Trolley  moved  alongside 
with  his  note  barely  lapping  the  pacer's  hip.  When 
distant  six  rods  from  tlw  wire  his  driver  vas  seen 
to  give  the  signal  nod  and,  realizing  that  the  great 
event  was  inaugurated,  the  immense  throng  of  spec- 
tators rose  in  their  excitement  and  breathlessly 
watched  the  start. 

"If  Dan  Patch  is  a  true  offspring  of  Toe  Patchen," 
aaid  one  who  had  seen  the  I  'ter  in  many  turf 
trials,  "he  will  turn  his  eyes  up  loward  the  judges' 
stand  as  he  passes  tbe  wire."  This  was  heard  with 
incredulity,  but.  remarkable  to  relate,  that  is  just 
what  the  king  of  paean  did,  and  those  wonderful 
eyes  seemed  to  urge  that  the  word  be  given. 
H«  Wm  Off. 

When  it  came  the  noble  animal  lunged  forward 
in  that  powerful  stride  that  is  the  prime  factor  of 
hii  phenomenal  speed,  and  moved  toward  the  turn 
like  a  whirlwind.  How  beautiful  it  was  to  see  this 
perfect  racing  machine  moving  along  in  errorless 
stride,  covering  more  than  twenty  Icet  at  every 
step.  ] 

As  the  pacer  passed  the  quarter  pole  and  the  tim- 
ers announced  thirty  and  one-quarter  seconds,  a 
cheer  went  up  from  those  who  heard,  and  the  en- 
thusiasts exclaimed.  "He  will  do  it;  he  will  do  it!". 
The  horse  was  seen  to  waver  slightly  in  the  turn, 
and  then  he  entered  the  stretch,  coming  on  at  a 
pace  that  was  killins.  Not  a  soul  in  the  vast  con- 
course but  was  thrilled  with  an  ecstasy  of  excite- 
ment in  looking  upon 
the  perfect  movement 
of  the  finest  racing 
horse  in  the  world  as 
he  passed  the  half-mile 
mftrk  in  1 :00^. 

A  mighty  huzza  rent 
the  air.  It  had  been 
said  that  Patch  would, 
without  a  doubt,  lower 
tbe  world's  record  if  he 
made  the  half  mile  in 
1:01.  And  now  he  had 
bcttcrtd  that  time  by 


half  a  second!     Excitement  was  at  the  fever  heat 

At  the  three-qnarter  mark  I:30>^  was  announced, 
and  again  a  great  shout  went  up  from  four  thousand 
throats.  But,  juit  as  the  huzzas  were  dying  a  cry 
was  heard,  "He  has  broken!  He  has  brokeiiT"  Tha 
horse  had  been  seen  to  lurch  unsteadily  and  then 
lose  his  gait.  But,  with  a  miraculous  recovery,  tha 
peerless  pacer  regains  his  step  and  again  is  com- 
ing like  a  marvelous  piece  of  clock-work. 

There  were  groans  on  all  sides,  however,  and  the 
seneral  comment  was  to  the  effect  that  a  record- 
breaking  event  had  been  spoiled  by  a  soft  spot  in 
the  turf 

"Quiet!"  came  the  warning  from  the  timers.  "He 
will  yet  break  the  record." 

With  partial  assurance  the  spectators  turned  to 
witness  the  finish.  The  King  of  pacers  has  entered 
the  stretch.  The  moment  of  supreme  anxiety  hai 
arrived.  In  he  com;s.  The  powerful  stride  is  cov- 
ering ground  at  a  terrific  clip.  The  magnificent  head 
is  pointed  straight  toward  the  goal.  The  nostrils 
are  distended  and  there  is  a  gleam  of  determination 
in  those  wonderful  eyes.  Every  muscle  in  the  ani- 
mal's anatomy  is  in  play  and  every  nerve  is  strained 
to  the  supreme  tension.  This  rarely  intelligent  ani- 
mal seems  to  feel  that  five  thousand  people  have 
their  eyes  upon  him  and  are  prajring  that  he  will 
not  prove  recreant  to  their  confidence. 
Came  Like  a  Whirlwind. 

Like  a  whirlwind  he  comes  toward  the  wire,  and 
for  the  moment  there  is  a  wonderful  quiet  over  that 
great  throng,  and  then,  as  this  matchless  racing  ani- 
mal passes  under  the  wire  in  2K>3  flat,  lowering  the 
world's  record  by  one-quarter  of  a  second,  a  mighty 
shout  goes  up  and  five  thousand  people,  under  the 
sublime  excitement  of  the  moment,  become  frantic 
with  joy. 

The  peerless  racing  horse  has  lowered  a  world's 
record,  and  paced  the  last  eighth  in  thirteen  seccuids, 
and  it  has  been  done  in  Oklahoma  City! 

Women  cried  and  men  and  children  shouted 
themselves  hoarse,  and  there  is  a  wild  rush  to  the 
track  when  the  wonderful  animal  is  brought  back 
in  front  of  the  grand  stand.  His  driver  was  be- 
sieged with  a  mob  of  delirious  enthusiasts  pressing 
forward  to  extend  their  congratulations,  and  Dan 
Patch,  the  idol  of  the  American  turf,  becomes  the 
center  of  an  admiring  throng  of  people. 
A  SnUIme  Spactacla, 

It  was  one  of  the  sublime  moment*  of  a  lifetime, 
and  not  one  who  was  present  but  will  in  after 
years  tell  tbe  wonderful  atory  to  bis  children  and 
to  his  children's  children, 
t  The  driver  of  Dan  Patch  was  seen  at  the  Thread- 
gill  hotel  last  evening.  Regarding  yesterday's  event, 
he  said:  "I  am  greatly  pleased  with  the  result,  aa 
Mr.  M.  W.  Savage,  the  owner  of  Dan,  always  wants 
the  public  to  see  a  good  mile. 

"It  was  the  most  wonderful  mile  ever  paced  by  a 
horse.  We  went  to  the  first  quarter  in  thirty  sec- 
onds. When  we  broke  iiito  the  short  turn  the  dirt 
began  giving  away  under  Dan's  feet,  and  he  leaned 
over  to  retain  his  equilibrium.  I  felt  certain  that 
he  would  fall.

Always  coax  rather  than  to 
use  harah  force.  Never  loae  your  temper,  because 
you  certainly  cannot  control  a  colt  if  you  cannot 
contrn]  yourself.  Remember  you  are  educating  the 
future  horse,  and  he  will  be  valuable  in  proportion 
to  your  success.  Speak  quietly  but  firmly.  A  quick, 
impatient  tone  of  voice  will  excite  almost  any  well- 
bred  animal.  A  horse  can  be  spoiled  by  yelling  at 
him  just  as  quickly  as  with  the  whip.  Always  treat 
him  as  your  friend. 

DO  NOT  BREAK  YOUR  H0R8B— TEACH  HIM. 
It  it  a  mistake  to  say  you  must  break  a  colt. 
There  is  nothing  about  him  that  needs  breaking. 
All  he  wants  is  teaching  or  guiding.  You  cannot 
crowd  everything  into  a  horse's  brain  in  a  few 
hours.  It  takes  time  to  teach  a  child.  Why  do 
you  expect  a  horse  to  learn  everything  you  desire 
him  to  know  in  a  few  hours?  It  ■■  impossible.  But 
intelligence,  common  ^ense,  patient,  perseverance, 
firmness,  gentleness,  and 
%'ery  mild  punishment,  will 
soon  accomplish  wonders 
in  yonr  colt.

Dan  Patch  is  now 
nme  years  of  age  and  this  is  his  fifth  season  or  the 
turf.  Considering  the  brilliancy  of  his  az\  levc- 
ments  in  the  past  it  would  not  nave  been  ai  rpris- 
ing  to  the  majority  of  horsemen  if  he  had  re  iched 
the  zenith  of  his  fame  a  year  or  two  ago.  Bul  last 
season  under  the  most  adverse  conditions  he  re- 
duced his  record  and  there  ii  no  question  but  that 
he  will  reptAt  that  act  again  this  year  if  no  acci- 
dent befalls  him  before  he  reaches  Memphis. 
The  track  last  week  at  Hamline  was  far  from  being 
in  shape  for  a  world's  record  performance  on  t'ie 
opening  day  and  while  <n  Saturday  the  footing  was 
better,  horsemen  will  be  loth  to  believe  that  h  can 
ever  be  as  fast  as  the  ones  at  Rcadvitic  and  Mem- 
phis. The  latter  are  constructed  on  modern  scien- 
tific lines,  doing  away  with  the  long  stretches  and 
short  turns.  Again  at  Hamline  there  is  quite  a  hill 
in  the  third  quarter  and  more  than  one  fast  horse 
has  come  to  grief  there.  It  is  nothing  against  the 
Hamline  track  to  say  that  U  is  not  the  equal  of  the 
two  others  when  it  comes  to  time  performances  for 
the  championship.  Those  who  saw  Dan  Patch  per- 
form on  Alonday  when  he  was  improperly  paced,  the 
ninner  in  advance  was  not  able  to  go  fast  enough 
in  the  final  quarter  to  be  of  benefit,  indeed  it  looked 
as  though  Dan  was  about  to  pace  over  him  at  ona 
time,  were  of  the  opinion  that  the  champion  was 
never  in  better  form  tn  his  life.

DAN  PATCH  MADE  HORSE  HISTORY  IN  1905. 

Dan  was  prepared  for  last  work  on  the  mile  track 
at  International  Stock  Food  Farm  in  the  early  lea- 
aon  of  1905.  At  the  Minnesota  State  Fair  he  made 
his  first  start  on  Sept.  4,  Monday,  the  first  day  of 


the  fair,  and  paoad  a  mile  in  1  :S9^ 
before  an  immense  crowd  of  60,1)00 
people.  This  was  the  largest 
crowd  for  any  day  of  the  fair,  aU 
though  Minneapolis  and  St  Pan) 
days  were  later  in  the  week.  Thia 
rcmaiVable  performance  created  so 
much  excitement  and  interest  that 
he  was  engaged  to  appear  again  on 
Saturday,  Sept.  9th.  the  last  day  of 
the  fair  and  astonished  every  one 
r  the  40,000  present  and  the  entire 
horse  world  by  pacing  a  mile  in 
1:57J4.  These  two  miles  early  in 
the  season  proved  that  Dan  waa 
in  better  condition  thari  ever  and 
thai  his  speed  limit  had  not  been 
reached.  From  Minneapolia  Dan 
was  shipped  to  Indianapolis  and  appeared  at  the 
Indiana  State  Fair  before  55,000  people  on  Sept.  13. 
The  track  was  a  little  heavy  from  rain  but  he  gave 
them  an  unpaced  mile  in  2:00;^  which  was  highly 
pleading  to  the  largest  r.owd  iliat  had  ever  attended 
the  fair  on  that  day.  r,in  was  then  shipped  to 
Allentown,  Penn.,  to  the  Great  Allentown  Fair  and 
on  Sept.  21st  he  paced  a  mile  in  2K)1  on  the',  half- 
mile  track  which  lowered  the  world's  record  for  a 
half-mile  track,  two  seconds.  Within  forty  minutes 
Dan  was  hitched  to  a  wagon  and  paced  a  mile  in 
2:05  which  lowered  the  ^vorld's  half-mile  track  wagon 
record  six  sectnids.  At  this  (air  it  seemed  as  if  the 
entire  state  of  Pennsylvania  had  turned  out  to  honor 
the  marvelous  pacer,  and  the  gate  recipt*  showed 
an  attendance  of  82,000  people.  Such  great  enthu- 
siasm has  hardly  ever  been  witnessed  on  a  track  as 
shown  by  these  82,000  people.  The  driver  was 
picked  up  and  carried  into  the  iudRcs'  stand  and 
thousands  of  people  were  crowding  and  pushing,  try- 
ing to  get  near  the  most  wonderful  harness  horse 
that  the  world  hns  ever  seen.  Dan's  next  appear- 
ance was  at  Chicago  on  ihe  half-mile  track  on  the 
west  «de.

trtck  th«t  had  not  been  worked  for  some  time  and  Us 
a  drizzling  rain.  Thi»  was  an  extraordinary  per- 
formance when  all  conditions  were  considered  and 
proved  that  Dan  Patch  alwaya  pacM  food  miles 
uuder  any  conditioDs.  From  Chicago  Dan  was 
shipped  to  Lexington  and  on  Oct.  5  paced  a  mile  in 
1:56,  equalling  his  record  made  the  year  before.  Not 
beiin  satisfied  with  this  performance,  Mr.  Savage 
had  It  announced  that  Dan  would  appear  the  next 
Saturday,  Oct.  7.  Kentucky  horse  lovers  were  out 
in  large  numbers  and  it  was  generally  admitted 
that  It  was  the  largest  crowd  that  had  ever  been 
known  at  the  great  Kentucky  Breeders  Race  Meet- 
ing. The  day  was  perfect  and  as  Dan  appeared  he 
was  loudly  cheered.  His  appearance  was  soon  fol- 
lowed by  Scott  Hudson  driving  one  of  the  pace- 
makers and  Charjey  Dean  driving  the  other  pace- 
maker. From  this  the  cheering  crowd  knew  that 
a  great  mile  could  be  expected  and  everyone  would 
have  been  perfectly  satisfied  if  Dan  had  paced  a  mite 
in  l:S5ii  because  this  would  have  beaten  his  former 
record  about  twelve  feet  to  the  mile. 
_  About  4:30  Dan  was  given  some  of  hi!*  fast  warm- 
ing up  work  and  after  this  Hudson  pulled  in  front 
with  his  runner  and  Charity  Dean  pulled  in  at 
Dan  s  side  and  as  the  three  rushed  under  the  wire 
the  starter  yelled  "go"  and  the  crowd  was  almost 
breathless.  At  the  first  quarter  men  were  yelling 
Hudson  to  yet  out  of  the  way  because  it  looked 
«s  If  Dan  would  run  over  him  in  hie  mighty  en- 
deavor to  head  the  ninner.  On  the  next  quarter 
the  runners  were  called  on  fo--  additional  speed  and 
the  three  horsea  thundered  by  the  half-mile  pole  in 
record  breaking  time  with  t^e   crowd  yelling  "he 


will  do  It, '"he  Will  do  it."  On  they  came  and  the 
time  for  the  three  quartets  was  flashed  out  amid 
wild  cheering  and  frantic  yella  of  "Come  on  Dan," 
Lome  on  Dan."  "You  can  do  it,"  "You  can  do  it** 
A»  they  came  wto  the  finish  Hudaoo  and  Dean  coald 
be  seen  to  be  urging  the  runners.  There  waa  no  f«l- 
tenii^  and  the  mighty  Dan,  moving  like  a  piece  of 
machinery,  was  straining  every  muscle  and  tierve 
to  reach  the  wire  ahead  of  the  runners.  These 
warm  hearted  Kentucky  men,  women  and  children 
were  standing  on  seats  and  chairs  in  a  wild  de- 
lirium of  enthusiastic  admiration  for  a  noble  horse 
strivi.ig  to  heat  Father  Time  and  as  Dan  dwhed 
under  the  wire  in  1:55^  there  aroM  a  ndchty  ihott 
to  applaud  the  greatcat  mile  ever  madebi  haniew 
and  to  greet  as  victor  the  greatest  and  moat  lovable 
horse  known  to  horse  history.  At  the  close  of  this 
"i  S  **'  decorated   with   a   beautiful   wreath 

of  flowers  and  on  Christmas  the  Kentucky  Trotting 
Horse  Breeders  Association  sent  Mr.  Savage  a  very 
beatitifnl  and  costly  solid  silver  loving  cup  from 
which  Dan  ate  iipples  on  Christmas  morning.  It 
turned  very  cold  and  rainy  on  Sunday  and  the  fol- 
lowing week  was  unfavorable  for  fast  miles.  How- 
ever we  decided  to  try  for  the  unpaccd  record  be- 
fore leaving  Lexington,  although  everything  waa 
discouraging.  The  weather  continued  cold  and  the 
wind  blew  constantly.  But  we  decided  to  try  on 
Oct.  13  and  in  the  face  of  the  cold  air  and  wind  Dan 
paced  a  great  mite  in  1:5954.  which  equalled  the  un- 
seed record.  At  the  finish  of  this  mile  Hersey, 
Hudson  and  Dean  all  declared  that  under  the  con- 
ditions It  was  the  greatest  mile  ever  paced.  The 
next  .day  the  Lexington  meeting  closed  and  Dan 
waa  shipped  to  Toronto,  Canada.  It  had  been  fain.

the  season  in  a  sulky,  drove  the  pacemaker.  Many 
professed  to  believe  that  he  had  come  to  the  meet- 
ing for  thia  purpose  alone,  but  whether  he  did  or  not 
he  was  of  great  advantage  to  the  horse.  Hundreds 
of  the  spectators  believed  the  great  horse  could 
have  maae  the  mile  a  fraction  of  a  second  better 
than  the  mark  he  made  Saturday  because  of  a  mo- 
mentary interference  at  the  atart.  At  such  a  kill- 
ing pace  every  little  untoward  incident  reacts 
against  the  speed  of  the  horse.

HOW  DO  YOU  COOL  YOUR  DRAFT  HORSES? 

If  cold  water  is  thrown  over  the  body  of  a  hurse 
when  he  is  warm,  there  is  great  danger  of  conges- 
lion.  The  proper  way  is  to  wash  or  throw  the  wa- 
ter on  the  fore  lees  and  then  rub  dry.  This  wi!! 
cool  the  animal  and  be  perfectly  safe!  Of  course, 
it  is  to  be  under'^t  kh!  that  when  the  animal  is  venr 
warm  he  should  tie  blanketed  and  walked  until  hit 
temperature  is  reduced. 


commands  large  prices.  If  people  in  the  United 
States  would  investigate  the  many  merits  of  this  ani- 
mal we  would  soon  see  many  thousands  more  of 
them  in  daily  use. 

DIGESTION  OF  THE  HORSE. 
This  is  a  practical  and  very  important  matter 
to  ever^  stockman,  or  any  one  owning  horses  or 
other  live  stock.  If  the  animal  is  run  down  and 
the  digestion  becomes  weak,  then  from  one-third 
to  one-fifth  of  the  grain  eaten  is  not  assimilated 
and  passes  through  the  animal  undigested  and  worse 
than  wasted.  It  is  not  what  an  animal  eats,  but 
what  is  thorouehly  dieestcd  that  results  in  vigor- 
ous life  and  increase*'!  flesh.  Many  animals  with 
ravenous  appetites  nc^er  gain  flesh,  or  at  best  very 
slowly.

"Throughout  arreih^btba  of 
the  Journey  one  maner  wnlahcrf 
the  pace  at  the  sMe,  while  the 
second  runner  fnmtsbcd  the  ca- 
courai(cment  from  the  rear. 
Swinging  Into  the  stretch,  how* 
ever,  Dan  Patch  took  second  po<

"The  day  furnished  for  Dan  Patch's  final  trial  of 
the  year  was  aa  nearly  perfect  aa  a  day  could  be. 
The  air  was  clear  and  bracing,  but  not  cold;  the 
aun  waa  bright  and  there  was  no  trace  of  a  brcete. 
"The  track  alao  was  as  good  as  the  eflorta  of  a 
large  force  of  men  under  the  efTicienI  direction  of 
Superintendent  Howe  and  Assistant  Superintendent 
Baker  could  make  it;  but  in  spite  of  all  that  the  ex- 
perts were  doubtful  if  Dan  Patch  waa  good  enough.

When  he  came 
down  the  third  time,  after  a  short  turn,  he  wa»  do- 
ing his  best  and  his  driver  nodded. 
.  "'Go.'  yelled  Starter  Morgan,  and  a  long-atand- 
ing  world  s  record  began  to  disintegrate. 

"Down  to  the  eighth  pole  took  one-quarter  of  a 
minute,  and  the  second  eighth  was  reeled  off  In  the 
same  figures.  Then  Dan  Patch  began  lo  hit  it  up 
and  he  moved  the  second  quarter  like  the  game  old 
race  horse  that  he  is. 

"When  the  watches  showed  59  seconds  for  the 
half  mile  things  looked  gloomy  for  the  record  and 
bright  for  Dan  Patch,  but  :59  for  the  half  did  not 
necessarily  mean  much,  for  Dan  Patch  had  done 
that  before. 

'"The  pacing  wonder  waa  going  juat  right,  though, 
for  he  went  to  the  three-quarters  in  1 J85^,  the  best 
he  n»d  done  during  the  special  meeting.

Never  buy  a  horse  while  in  motion;  watch  him 
stand  still.  If  sound,  he  will  stand  firmly  and 
squarely  on  his  limbs  without  movinR,  except  when 
he  has  very  high  life.  He  will  be  flat  on  the  ground. 
with  legs  plump  and  naturally  poised.  If  one  foot 
is  thrown  forward  and  toe  pointed  to  the  ground 
with  heel  raised,  or  if  foot  is  lifted,  disease  of  the 
navicular  bone  may  be  suspected,  or  at  least  a 
tenderness  which  is  liable  to  develop  into  serious 
disease.  If  the  foot  is  thrown  out,  toe  raised  and 
heel  brought  down,  the  horse  has  suffered  from 
iaminitis.  founder,  or  the  back  sinews  are  sprained, 
he  will  prove  worthless.  If  feet  are  drawn  together 
beneath  the  horse,  it  indicates  a  misplacement  of 
limb  and  weak  disposition  of  the  muscles.  If  horse 
stands  with  feed  spread  apart  or  straddles  with  his 
hind  tegs,  there  is  weakness  of  the  loins  and  the 
kidneys  are  disordered.  If  knees  are  bent  and 
tremble,  the  horse  has  been  ruined  by  heavy  pull- 
ing. You  run  great  risk  in  buying  horses  with  con- 
tracted or  bad  formed  hoots.  It  ts  always  safest  lo

The  Goernseys  are  closely  related  to  the  Jeraeya, 
but  arc  coming  into  more  prominence  than  formerly 
on  account  of  being  larger,  better  feeders  and  bet- 
ter built,  and  fatten  off  much  more  readily  and  art 
more  T«|uablc  when  wanting  to  turn  them  off  for 
beef.  The  Guernsey  cow  gives  a  larger  quantity 
of  milk,  although  it  is  generally  admitted  that  it 
ia  not  qnite  so  rich.  As  a  cow  of  general  atillly, 
the  Gnerasey  ia  coming  more  and  more  into  favor.

LINCOLN  SHEEP. 

Thia  is  the  largest  breed  of  sheep,  and  uften  they 
weigh  150  pounds,  dressed,  at  two  years.  The 
wool  is  long  and  the  fleeces  will  weigh  10  to  18 
pounds  at  the  second  shearing.  The  fibre  will  mea>< 
ore  from  eight  to  ten  inches.  They  are  hardy  and 
good  breeders.  They  are  large  feeders  and  require 
richest  grasses  and  careful  attention.  They  have 
many  good  qualities,  but  are  not  adapted  to  any 
country  where  the  grass  is  poor  and  covering  a 
large  range. 

LEICESTER  SHEEP. 

These  sheep  are  among  the  most  valuable  Eng* 
liah  breeds.  They  are  good  fccilers  and  come  to 
early  outnrity.  They  are  hornless  and  have  small 
heads  and  very  bright  eyes.  The  legs  are  hne 
boned,  and  the  body  is  very  full  with  a  straight 
back.  The  fleeces  are  very  valuable  for  a  combing 
wool.  It  is  white  and  lo.  e  and  averages  from

OXFORD  DOWN  SHEEP. 

This  is  .in  English  breed  that  has  some  of  the 
characteristics  of  the  Cotswold,  but  the  wool  it 
fitter.  The  Oxford-Downs  are  not  largely  bred  in 
the  United  States.  The  average  fleece  weighs  from 
10  to  12  pounds,  while  some  of  the  rams  have 
•beared  over  20  pounds.  The  ewes  are  good  breed- 
ers and  often  average  175  iambs  to  100  ewes.  These 
■beep  mature  at  an  early  age  and  will  dress  from 
75  to  100  pounds  at  fifteen  months.  At  two  years 
of  age  they  have  been  known  to  weigh  300  pounds, 
Vhey  are  s:ood.  hardy  feeders  and  are  good  herd- 
ers Tbe  head  is  like  a  Cotswold,  but  the  face 
and  legs  are  dark.  They  will  thrive  on  spongy  land 
better  than  other  breeds. 

NEW  OXFORDSHIRE  SHEEP. 

This  breed  has  been  introduced  into  some  parts 
of  tlM  Uaited  States.  They  are  a  cross  of  the 
Mew  Leicester  on  Cotswolds.     They  belong  to  the 


class    known   as   middle    wools,   and    arc    weli    rc< 
garded  in  their  native  locality.    They  do  not  seem 
lo  be  as  hardy  as  the  Cotswolds,  and  have  not  se- 
cured much  of  a  foothold  in  America. 
COTSWOLD  SHEEP, 

This  is  a  large  English  breed,  and  they  are  great 
favorites  in  the  United  States  because  they  are 
hardy  and  good  breeders,  even  OTi  the  poorer  grade 
of  grasses.  They  are  easily  fattened  at  fourteen 
to  eighteen  months.  The  wool  is  strong  and  in- 
clined to  be  coarse,  an4'  from  six  to  ten  inches 
long.  The  average  fleece  will  weigh  six  to  eight 
pounds.  There  are  many  exceotions  where  a  fleece 
will  weigh  fifteen  to  twenty  ounds.  This  breed 
of  sheep  are  well  adapted  to  the  Western  Stales 
or  any  mountainous  country.  The  ewes  are  pro- 
lific breeders,  and  they  cross  well  with  other  breeds. 
The  flesh  is  of  excellent  quality  and  they  fatten 
easily  at  eighteen  months  of  age.  They  are  less 
liable  to  disease  tlun  many  other  breeds,  and  the 
lambs  are  specially  strong  and  vigorous.  Their 
fleeces  do  not  become  ^ummy  nor  do  they  £hrink. 
They  have  many  qualities  which  make  them  spe- 
cially adapted  to  the  avcf.ge  farm. 

ROMNEY  MARSH  SHEEP. 

They  are  natives  of  the  marsh  districts  of  Kent 
in  England,  They  are  hardy,  with  strong  limbs, 
broad  hoofs,  and  the  wool  is  long  and  inclined  to 
be  coarse.  The  head  is  broad  and  thick  and  the 
body  is  long.  This  breed  of  sheep  would  probably 
not  prove  very  valuable  as  an*  American  breed  for 

Scnerat  breeding.     They  seem  to  be  adapted  to  low 
istricts  and  a  dry  climate. 

SHROPSHIRE  DOWN  SHEEP. 
These  sheep  belong  to  an  old  English  breed. 
They  were  horned  and  have  black  faces.  The  ewes 
are  good  breeders  and  mothers.  The  lambs  arc 
hardy  and  fast  growers.  The  fleeces  are  long  and 
weigh  from  ci^ht  to  ten  pounds.  Crossed  with  other 
breeds  and  with  careful  selection,  sheep  called  of 
this  breed  have  been  produced  without  horns.  The 
mutton   is  excellent.     Whenever  introduced  in  the

At  one  time  they  were  great  favor- 
ites in  the  southern  part  of  the  United  States.    They 
were  originated  by  crossing  South-Downs,    Hamp- 
ahires  and  Cotswold.    They  have  good  constitution 
and    make   jiticy    and    good-tlavorcd    mutton.     The 
lambs  will  weign  100  pounds  at  one  year  of  age,  and 
the  fleeces  will  weigh  from  seven  to  ten  pounds. 
WHITE.FACED  MOUNTAIN  SHEEP. 
This  breed  of  sheep  Dccnpicd  the  low  lands  and 
hills  adjoining  Wales.     They  arc  noted  for  the  very 
'  superior  quality  of  mutton.    These  sheep  are  white- 
faced,  not  large,  but  are  very  hardy.    The  ewes  are 
extra  good  mothers.     The  tfeecea  we!f[h  only  from 
two  to  three  pounds,  but   the   wool  is  famous  all 
cw«r  the worid  for  its  quality  in  not  sbrinking  when  washed. 
BORDER  LEICESTER  SHEEP. 
This   family  of   sheep   was   produced    >y   crossing 
the    Leicesters   on    the    Border    Sheep   lI   England. 
They    have    many    characteristics    of    the    Leicester, 
but  have  not  hccn  favorites  in  the  United  States. 
BLACK-PACED  HIGHLAND  SHEEP. 
This  is  a  breed  of  sheep  widely  known  for  its  ex- 
traordinary hardiness  in  withstanding  the  cold  and 
living    on    scanty    food,       Thej;    secure    food    even 
when  the  ground  is  covered  with  snow.     It  is  the 
oldest  breed  of  sheep  in  Scotland  and  the  mutton  is 
of  very   superior  qtialitv.     The   face   is  black,  with 
bright   eyes  and   large  horns.     The  body  is   square 
and  compact.     The  sheep  are  easily  herded.      The 
ewes  are  careful  mothers.    The  fleeces  weigh  from 
two  to  four  pounds.     In  the  mountain  portions  of 
America  they  would  he  a  valuable  breed. 
DORSET  SHEEP. 
These  sheep  are  very  hardy  and   active.     They 
are  strong  and  with  large  horna  and  can  take  care 
of  themselves  in  most  any  region.     The  ewes  are 
prolific  breeders,  as  they  are  reported  as  producing 
young  twice  a  year.

They  are  the  result  ot^  careful 
breeding  from  Spanish  stock  and  easily  stand  first 
as  fine  wouled  shicp.  These  sheep  originally  came 
from  the  Paulars  of  Spain  and  have  been  improved 
by  careful  selections.

They  are  noted  for  their  immense  horns,  but  com* 
mercially  thcs-'  sheep  arc  of  but  little  value.

Practical  farmers  differ  as  to  whether  it  u  b«et 
to  wash  sheep  or  not  before  shearing.  If  you  be- 
lieve in  washing,  it  is  best  to  do  the  washing  three 
or  four  daya  before  shearing.  Some  people  claim 
that  it  is  not  only  dangerous  to  the  sheep  to  wash 
them,  but  that  they  are  almost  sure  to  become  dirty 
before  the  shearing  is  completed.  It  is  important  to 
have  an  expert  to  do  the  shearing.  A  man  who  does 
not  understand  shearing  will  surely  do  your  sheep 
more  harm  than  the  extra  cost  of  an  expert  shearer. 
Have  the  wool  cut  off  evenly  and  close,  but  not  close 
enough  to  leave  the  ikin  naked  and  red.  Stubble 
shearing  or  trimming  in  order  to  show  an  extra 
long  growth  for  the  next  fleece  is  a  f'sud  if  dona 
with  the  intention  of  deceiving  in  the  show  ring 
or  sale  ring.

NAVICUtAR  DtllAlB. 
Thii  ii  nearly  alwaya  the  trouble  in  ubacur*  caica 
where  the  tamcncR*  ii  located  in  llic  fore  feet.  If 
allowed  to  run  a  few  monihi  it  pa»ea  into  tl.t 
chronic  Rlaie  and  ii  incurable.  One  tendon  ii  locat- 
ed in  the  back  part  of  the  ley  and  patiea  around  un- 
der the  navicular  bone  that  ii  above  the  frog.  Thii 
tendon  pai*ea  between  the  navicular  bone  and  frog 
and  ii  attained  on  the  lole  of  the  cot^n  bent.  A  dia- 
eaae  in  that  pari  uf  thii  tendon,  thcie  bono,  or  iMi 
joint  li  called  navicular  diaeaie.  It  la  aometimta 
caused  by  a  aprain  of  ihia  tendon  by  atepplng  on 
a  ttonc,  etc.  It  i*  somctimei  cauaed  by  a  oruite  on 
lb"  frog  or  heel  twice  pet  day.  It  la  eomcllmaa 
cauaed  by  contraction  of  the  foot.  It  li  often  cana«d 
by  paring  away  the  frog  an  that  it  doea  not  come  in 
contact  with  the  ground.  The  frog  ii  the  atrong 
lupporl  of  the  foot,  and  when  cut  away  the  coronary 
it  puihed  againit  the  navicular  bone  by  every  itcp 
the  horae  lakei  and  this  (trains  the  deep  flexor 
tendon  First  lymptoma  arc  flight  lameness  when 
first  *(en  out  of  the  barn,  but  when  warming  up 
the  Ia..icneis  disappears,  The  pastern,  frog  and 
hceli  are  tender.  Put  on  a  wide,  open  shoe  with 
the  hecla  well  raiaed  to  relieve  the  tension  on  the 
tendon.  Apply  Intanwtioanl  Poot  Rtrntdif  to  the 
leg,  from  tne  knee  down,  once  per  day.  Waah  the 
foot  perfectly  clean  In  hot  water  and  then  wipt 
dry  and  apply  "latmuttiaaal  Foot  RasMdy"  to  the 
foot,  both  inside  and  out  three  times  per  day.  It 
will  be  beneficial  to  tJrn  the  horse  out  to  grass, 
after  a  few  days  of  this  treatment,  and  reset  the 
■hoes  every  month.  Do  not  work  horse  until  lame- 
ness disappears.  This  treatment  will  cure  a  larn 
majority  of  cases  if  taken  at  the  atart.  In  chronic 
cases  or  very  severe  caiea  it  will  be  advisable  to 
employ  a  veterinary  aurgcon. 

CONTRACTION  OP  THK  FOOT. 

C<mtrac*ion   of  the   foot   is   generally  cauaed  by 

navicular  disease,  founder,  corns,  etc.     Any  chronic 

lameness  will  induce  contraction  of  the  foot,  becauie 

the  horse  will   favor  the  lame   foot   which   retards 

the  growth.     Sometimes  contraction   is   caused   by 

shoeing   or  allowing  the   shoes  to  remain   or    t  >o 

long.    "Intarnatloti*]  Poot  Rcmadj^  will  cure  .  -a- 

traction  if  uaed  aa  directed  on  the  label.     The  use 

of  this  remedy  will  prevent  contraction  b>  keeping 

the  foot  heattny  and  in  good  growing  condition, 

ORAVBlT 

A  gravel  or  small  stone  will  often  work  up  into 

th;*  foot  and  cause  inflammation  and  lameness.     If 

neglected  it  will  work  up  thmofh    the  foot  and  a 

sore  will  break  out  on  top.     Trim  tb-^  hoof  at  the 

opening  and  remove  the  grav'cl  and  thc^oughly  clean 

by   syringing  the  injury  with   warm   \'ater.     After 

doing  this  syringe  "Inttnudonal  Poot  I-amady"  'nto 

the  hole  once  or  twice  per  day, 

CANKER. 

The   soft   structure  of  the   foot   remains   spongy 

and  enlarged.     Pare  away  the  unhealthy  parts  and 

apply  "Intarnational  Popt  RanMdr**  three  times  per 

day.     This  treatment  will  soon  ffTect  «  c"re  if  the 

horae  ta  not  worked.  

FRACTURE  OP  THE  COFFIN  BONE. 
This  happens  by  striking  the  foot  with  great  force 


on  any  hard  substance  or  by  being  stepped  on  by  a 
heavy  horse.  Thi-  causi «  eatrame  tamtnesrat  ones 
and  tht  foot  swells  around  lh«  coronet.  Consult  a 
veterinary  sa;.-«on. 

•TONE  SRUIIEt. 

They  are  cau»«d  bjr  ttipping  un  a  sharp  stone 
which  is  faslfntd  under  the  edge  uf  the  shoe  and 
soon  starts  inlUnmatlon.  Remove  stunt  or  locate 
th«  tendt.  spot  on  bottom  of  foot  and  apply  "Tatar- 
MttoMi  Poot  Mmmttt"  thuroughly  three  or  four 
timca  p«f  day. 

EONS  SPAVIN. 

This  is  a  disease  of  the  hock  joint.  It  »  cauaed 
by  a  aprain  and  inflamn  tiun  is  genfralfy  the  first 
symptom.  A  hard  lump  will  aoon  form  on  the  inner 
side  of  the  bock  and  a  bony  deposit  will  eitend 
around  the  Joint  which  prevents  its  free  action.  The 
borsa  will  be  lama  and  stiff  in  moving  from  aide  to 
aide.  The  lameness  almost  diaappcars  after  being 
dse<l  enough  to  gel  warmed  up.  If  taken  at  the 
•tart  it  can  often  oe  cured  by  tht  application  of  hot 
water  tor  an  hour  or  two  and  then  applying  "lator* 
aBtfMwl  f  nwfinnnit  Abaotbaiit*  twice  per  dav.  Raise 
the  heels  and  give  absolute  rent  until  all  soreness  is 
cured.  It  ia  beat  In  turn  out  to  grass  for  two  or 
three  months.  If  it  has  passed  into  the  chronic 
stage  it  will  be  adviaable  to  consult  a  veterinary 
surgaon. 

BLOOD  SPAVIN. 

This  is  cauaed  by  a  distention  of  the  vein  that 
passes  over  a  bouc  spavin.  This  is  not  very  harm- 
ful and  the  very  beat  treatment  to  recommend  is 
hand  rubbing. 

CALKS. 

Thia  is  caused  by  one  foot  stepping  on  the  other 

and  running  the  calk  of  the  shoe  into  the  coronet 

Keep  the  in)ury  perfectly  clean  and  apply  "IntnnM- 

tiOMl  Foot  ttamaif  two  or  three  times  per  day. 

RINO  BONE. 

Ring  bone  la  a  bony  enlargement  on  the  paatern 
and  around  the  Joint.  When  foniMd  on  upper  pas- 
tern it  does  not  generally  grow  large,  but  when  it 
comes  under  the  coronet,  Tt  may  grow  large  and 
cauae  lamencia.  A  sprain,  kick  or  fork  atao  may 
cause  it  by  causing  inilammalion  near  the  bone.  In 
the  acute  stage  "latcnMtioaal  Compoiwd  Aba-  iMttt" 
will  be  foumf  very  beneficial.  When  a  ring  bone  has 
reached  the  second  stage  without  any  treatment  it 
will  b«  best  to  conault  a  veterinary  initeao. 
PNEUMONIA. 

Thia  is  an  inflammation   of  the  lung  tiaaue   and 

Smcrally  alTecta  the  right  lung.  In  the  first  stage 
e  horse  shivers,  stands  with  his  head  down  and 
often  his  legs  arc  spread  apart  and  the  ears  and 
legs  are  coM.  If  noticed  m  the  shivering  stage 
blanket  the  horse  and  put  in  a  warm  bam  and 
give  the  horse  at  once  one-l\air  pint  of  Intonuttoaal 
Coiigh  and  Ltnw  Car*,"  and  rub  the  chest  and 
body  back  of  fore  legs  with  "Dui  Paldi  WUtnUal- 
OMnt^  diluted  one-half  with  aqua  ammonia.  Make  ~ 
one  thorough  application  and  rub  it  In  for  ten  or 
fifteen  minutes.  This  external  application  ia  vm 
important.  For  an  external  application  after  thia 
use  "Dan  Patch  Whit*  Ltnimant"  alone  once  per 
day  without  rubbing.  Give  him  six  table ipooninla 
of  Intarnaiional  Cough  and  Lung  Symp"  four 
times  per  day  until  much  better,  and  then  reduce 
to  two  tables poonfuls  three  times  per  day  until 
perfectly  well.  If  necessary  to  reduce  the  fever 
take  Tincture  of  .\conite  Root,  2  ounces.  Fluid  Ex- 
tract of  Belladonna,  2  ounces,  and  mix  with  eight 
ounces  of  water.  Give  tablespoonful  every  two 
hours  until  fever  is  reduced.  Allow  the  free  drinjt- 
ing  of  water  and  feed  lightly  of  grain. 

CATARRH. 

Simple  catarrh  is  an  inflammation  of  the  mucous 
membrane  of  the  nostrils  canaed  by  exposure  to 
cold  winds,  cold  storms,  etc.  There  is  a  thin  din- 
charg  from  the  nostrils.  If  not  cured  it  is  liable 
to  go  .nto  the  longs  and  cause  pneumonia.     Loss

Give  aix 
tableapoonfufa  of  "Intanittioiial  Coiwh  and  Ltuic 
Syntp^  four  limea  per  day  until  the  horse  ia  much 
improved  and  then  reduce  to  two  or  three  table- 
apoonfala  three  times  per  day  until  well,  Keep 
the  hone  warm  and  feed  boiled  oata.  bran  mashes. 
grasB  or  anything  that  will  tempt  the  appetite.  The 
drinking  water  should  have  the  chill  taken  olF. 

GOOD  SHOEING  NECBS8AKY. 

Without  a  good  foot  your  horse  is  of  no  va'ne. 
The  condition  of  your  horses"  feet  will  deoend 
largely  on  the  blacksmith  you  select.  Do  not  think 
that  every  one  can  ahoc  your  hone,  because  a  lari^e 
number  of  blacksmiths  are  utterly  ignorant  on  thia 
Fubject.  If  th'>  pressure  is  uneven  or  the  foot  Is 
cut  away  too  much  or  the  naila  arc  not  driven 
uirefally  your  horac  will  be  liable  to  go  lame.  If 
you  value  your  horse  ii  will  pay  yon  to  be  as  care- 
fat  in  aelectlng  a  blacksmith  aa  yon  would  in  se- 
lecting your  family  physician.  A  large  number  of 
horse*    are    mined    every    year    by    poor    ahoelng.

The  withers  are  brulacd  and  inHammation  sets  in 
with  running  sores.     Pipes  soon  form  and  run  down 
the  ahoaldcr.    They  discharge  very  lariie  amounts  nf 
pita.    The  pipes  are  white,  thick  and  tough.    Employ 
a  veterinary  surgeon  as  these  pipes  must  be  opened 
thoroaghly  from  the  bottom. 

PLEURISY. 
The  covering  of  the  lungs  and  lining  of  the  cheat 
arc  membranes  that  secrete  a  sli'ipery  moisture  that 
preventH  friction  when  the  lungs  rub  against  the 
ribs.  Inflammation  of  these  membranes  is  called 
pleurisy.  It  causes  great  pain  and  the  chest  (illi 
with  water.  Cold  rains  or  cold  drafta  generally 
cause  picufiay.  See  Pneumonia  and  follow  the  same 
general  directions. 

HEAVES. 
This  is  cauacd  by  drinking  too  fast,  immediately 
after  horse  has  eaten  or  keeping  it  up  too  long  when 
the  horac  ia  not  in  good  condition.  *'Int«madonal 
Haava  Ramadjr"  give«  remarkable  resulta. 
GLANDERS  AND  FARCY. 
These  diseases  arc  caused  by  a  specific  poison 
which  affects  the  entire  system.  When  It  is  in  the 
lungs  and  lymphatic  glands  and  breaks  out  through 
the  nose  it  is  called  glanders.  When  it  attacks  the 
tissues  of  the  legs  and  body  It  ii  called  farcy.  They 
arc  simply  the  same  diaease  with  different  forms. 
The  contagion  is  in  the  diachargc  from  the  nose  or 
farcy  buds.  The  inoculation  is  generally  through 
the  nose  or  mouth  by  the  introduction  of  the  virus 
from  a  glandered  horse.  The  virus  has  great  vital- 
ity and  there  is  danger  for  a  week,  month  or  even  a 
year.  Glanders  is  indicated  by  weeping  eyes,  quick 
pulse,  increased  temperature,  quick  pulse,  a  purplish 
color  of  the  i  n»n«  of  the  nose,  a  watery  discharge 
from  the  nose,  w'ich  soon  chanses  to  a  yellow  col- 
or and  causes  the  ;air  around  the  nostrils  to  stick 
together.  When  this  discharge  drops  into  water  it 
sinks.  The  glands  under  the  jaw  swell  and  the  di- 
vision between  the  nostrils  becomes  full  of  ulcers 
which  spread  and  run  together,  eating  awav  the 
membrane.  The  diKharge  mcrcascs  ana  the  odor  is 
extremely  offensive.    Farcy  is  shown  by  swelling  of 
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the  leg!  Along  the  lioet  of  the  lymphatic  veini. 
Small  ulceri  break  out  and  difcbarge  offeniive  pui. 
These  ulcera  rua  a  few  daya  and  then  dry  up.  Oth- 
er! break  out  and  often  cover  the  entire  limbs,  body, 
neck  and  head.  U  yo>i  are  in  any  doubt  send  at 
once  for  a  veterinary  surgeon.  The  only  treatment 
is  to  immediately  snoot  every  animal  aftccted  with 
glanders  or  farcy  and  bam  the  carcasi. 
CHRONIC  COUOH.

NKUROTOMY. 

TMi  la  what  li  usually  called  "nerving^  a  liorM. 
U  is  aa  operatloa  to  dastroj  the  sensatioa  of  tlw 
foot  It  is  resortad  to  hf  vaicnpuloaa  partlat  wb* 
have  aa  incnrablo  laaa  borst.  They  bava  Aia 
operation  performed  and  then  lall  the  bona  aa 
sound.  This  is  a  very  coiwwii  oparatioa  la  tta 
large  dtics,  but  no  horst  !■  fowM  fn  tUs  condi- 
tion. Ht  will  not  show  laasanass,  btit  it  is  oiiJ>  a 
qseittott  cf  time  before  he  goes  to  pieces  from  a 
tendon  giT.ng  away  or  the  foot  becomes  an  nleerat' 
ed  sore  whicn  cannot  be  healed.  The  operation  k 
performed  by  cutting  through  the  akin  to  the  nerve 
thr^'C  or  four  inches  above  the  fetlock  and  cuttins 
on^  abont  one  inch  of  the  nerve.  This  destroys  all 
sensation  in  the  foot  and  the  horse  does  not  limp 
bnt  je  is  unsound.  Beware  of  hdrses  that  have  bad 
this  operation. 

SHBUMATISM. 

In  acute  rheumatism  there  is  severe  pains  in  the 
legs  and  joints.  On  account  of  the  extreme  pain 
the  horse  wilt  hardly  move.  Rub  "Ulver  Pine  Haal-

BURNS  AND  SCALDS. 
No  matter  how  badly  burned  you  will  find  that  an 
immediate  application  of  "Silver  Pine  Healing  Oil" 
and  the  continued  use  of  same  will  effect  a  quick 
cure.

8PRINQ  HALT. 
This  is  a  nervous  affection  for  which  it  is  very 
hard  to   locate   the  cause.     The   leg  is   jerked   up 
.towards  the  body.    It  is  almost  useless  to  spend  any 
time  in  treatment  because  it  is  incurable. 


Thia  diacase  is  canaed  by  a  parasite  called  acari. 
They  burrow  under  the  skin  and  scabs  are  soon 
formed  which  cause  the  hair  to  come  out.  Unless 
cured  it  will  extend  over  the  greater  part  of  the 
neck  and  shoulders,  and  sometimes  over  the  satire 
body.  This  disesse  causes  intense  itching,  aad  the 
more  the  horse  rubs  the  more  be  waats  to  rub.  As 
ha  nibs  some  of.tbe  parasites  become  dctaebed  and 
disc  to  poets,  etc,  aad  spread  the  disease  by  be- 
coming attached  to  other  animals.  *lat«matloaal 
PhMHT  is  a  lurc  cnre  for  this  very  annoying 
disease.

GALLS  AND  SORBS  ON  HORSES.

Some  horses  will  have 
galls  or  sores  in  the  summer  time  in  spite  of  all  that 
can  be  done  to  prevent  such  a  condition.

HIPPED. 

A  horse  may  run  against  a 
post,  tree,  etc.,  and  strike  the  hip 
ir.  auch  a  way  as  to  fracture  the 
bone  or  knock  the  hip  down  be- 
low the  level  of  the  other  one. 
This  is  termed  bcinR  hipped. 
Not  much  can  be  done  for  it  and 
the  result  will  depend  altogether 
pn  nature. 

GREASE  HEEL. 

This  is  a  serious  inflammation 
just  above  the  hoof.  The  dis- 
charge is  greasy  and  offensive. 
If  scratches  are  neglected  they 
may  develop  into  grease  heel. 
Impure  bloond  and  pure  condition 
of  the  system  are  indicated  by 
this  disease.  The  legs  are  swol- 
len and  the  offensive  matter 
oosei  from  the  pores.  Give  large 
sized  feeds  of  "Intemitioiul 
Stock  Pood"  to  purify  the  blood 
and  build  up  the  system.  Apply

QUirroR. 

This  is  when  a  sore  works  up  and  breaks  out  at 
the  upper  part  of  the  hoof.  It  is  usually  caused  by 
a  corn  or  prick  of  a  nail,  and  is  lirst  noticed  by 
lameness  and  a  swelling  at  the  coronet.  As  soon  as 
lameness  is  discovered  thoroughly  saturate  the  in- 
jured parts  with  "Silver  Pine  Healing  Oil"  three 
times  per  day.

BOO  SPAVIN. 

This  is  an  eoIarKcmcnt  of  the  hock  by  the  tynoTial 
membrane  of  the  joint  becoming  inflamed  and  Mcret- 
ing  too  much  joint  oil.  This  distends  the  membrane 
and  greatly  enlarges  the  joint.  It  is  started  by  a 
aavere  straw  or  some  bruise  or  in jtirv,  such  as  being 
ituck  with  a  fork  or  pricked  by  a  naif.  etc.  To  effect 
n  care  ase  "IntanMiIeMl  ConpoBad  A^aorbnit." 
CURB. 

This  is  a  swelling  in  the  back  part  of  the  hock. 
When  inflamed  it  causes  lameness.  When  the  swell- 
ing becomes  hard  and  the  curb  is  in  the  chronic 
atage  it  seldom  produces  lameness.  Curb  is  caused 
by  a  sprain  of  the  ligaments  of  that  part  of  the  hock. 
Raise  the  heel  and  give  absolute  rest  in  the  first  or 
inflammatory  stage.  Apply  "Intanatioiul  Cora- 
poaad  AbMrbmt  once  per  day  and  rub  thoroughly. 
This  will  probably  effect  a  cure  in  two  weeks.  If 
you  desire  to  entirely  remove  the  hard  swelling  con-

If  yo\ir  horse  ia  in  the  chronic 
Bta^e  and  it  is  necessary  to  use  the  firing  iron  we 
advice  consulting  a  veterinary  snrveon. 

CHAPPED  HOCK  OR  BLBOW. 
The  hocks  and  elbows  are  often  injured  and  cause 
hard  swellings.  After  a  time  they  become  calloused 
and  finally  develop  into  a  hard  fibrous  condition  of 
the  tissues.  Long  continued  bruising  causes  will 
cause  a  large  and  unsightly  swelling.  On  the  elbow 
they  generally  are  caused  by  horses  pawing  away  the 
bedding  and  bringing  the  elbow  in  contact  with  the 
floor  or  with  the  shoe.  Give  horse  plenty  of  bedding 
and  use  "Inumitioiial  Coapouad  AtMoclkaM"  tmce 
or  twice  per  day  with  good  robbing. 

INFLUBNZA— mzOOnC— PINKKYS.

The  appetite  fails;  the 
tyt%  look  red  and  there  is  a  discharge  from  the  nos- 
trils; the  head  hangs  low;  the  legs  swell;  the  pulse 
IS  quick  but  weak;  there  is  a  watery  discharge  from 
the  eyes;  the  temperature  rises  and  the  horse  lies 
down  neaj-ly  all  of  the  time  unless  the  lungs  are 
affected,  and  in  that  case  they  stand  and  lose  flesh 
very  rapidly.  If  the  fever  is  hi|[h  give  ferer  medicine 
as  recommended  in  pneumonia.  Blanket  and  keep 
in  warm  stable  out  of  all  drafts.  Keep  the  bowels 
open.  Give  all  the  cold  water  the  horse  will  drink. 
Give  most  anything  he  will  eat.  If  throat  is  sore 
nib  It  with  "Sllnr  Plaa  HaaUng  Ofl"  twice  per  day. 
Should  the  lungs  become  affected  mb  the  chest  and 
body  behind  fore  legs  with  "Slhmr  Piaa  HMltag  OH" 
twice  per  day.  Give  six  tabtespoonsful  of  "Intanw-

THOROUOHPIN.

It  IS  usually  caused  ty  hard  work.  The  puffs  are  in 
front  of  the  bock  and  appear  to  be  filled  with  air.  It 
IS  the  aynovial  fluid  that  distend*  them  and  they  can 
ht  presKed  back  and  forth.  Generally  H  docs  not 
caBKlameness.     Apply   Inttniatienal    riiinin^nil

Taken  at  the  start  it  is  quickly  cared  by  latcraa- 
tlOMl  Coa^NMmd  Abaorbnit**  and  the  continued  uie 
with  good  rubbing  will  remove  the  enlargement 
BLESDINO  FROM  WOUNDS. 

In  ca««  of  a  bad  wound  the  fint  thing  to  do  ia  to 
atop  the  bleeding.  Arterial  blood  is  bright  tcarlet 
whue  blood  from  the  veins  is  dark.  When  an  artery 
is  cut  apply  the  compress  above  the  wound  and 
towards  the  heart  to  stop  the  blood  coming  down. 
If  a  vein  is  cut  apply  the  compress  below  the  wound 
because  the  veins  carry  the  blood  towards  the  heart. 
A  good  compress  is  a  cork,  dry  sponge'or  bunch  of 
cloth  bound  tightly  over  the  vein  or  artery.  It  may 
be  necessary  to  pick  up  the  artery  with  pinchers  and 
Ue  the  end  together  with  a  piece  of  silk. 
OPEN  JOINT. 

This  is  caused  by  cuts,  bruises,  etc.  A  discharge 
is  seen  when  it  is  serious.  -In  an  open  joint  there 
will  be  a  discharge  of  pus  and  also  oil.  which  is 
amber  colored,  thin  and  watery-  If  neglected  it  will 
nearly  always  be  fatal.    Employ  a  veterinary. 


DOES  YOUR  HORSE  SHY? 

If  he  does,  do  not,  under  any  circum- 
stances, show  any  signs  of  nervousness, 
nor  punish  the  animal  in  any  way-  H 
the  animal  is  handled  firmly  and  talked 
to  gently  he  will  ^oon  be  cured,  but  use 
the  whip  or  jerk  him  as  soon  as  he 
shows  signs  of^  shying,  and  you  wilt  soon 
have  a  norae  that  ii  confirmed  in  the 
habit  and  can  never  be  cured.  Generally 
the  animal  will  shy  because  he  is  afraid, 
if  he  is  whippetl  he  will  associate  the 
two  together,  and  will  be  doubly  hard  to 
manage.  Use  common  sense,  and  handle 
him  in  such  a  way  as  to  overcome  his 
fear,  and  not  to  increase  it. 

DISCHARGE  FROM  THE  NOSE- 

A  thin,  milk^  discharge  from  a  horse's 
or  colt's  nose  indicates  catarrh.  Because 
the  pus  sinks  in  water  is  not  a  aure  sign 
that  it  is  glanders.  All  pus  is  heavier 
than  water,  having  a  specific  gravity  of 
1,033  to  1,035  and  because  it  floats  in  wa- 
ter simply^  indicates  that  some  air  is 
contained  in  the  pus. 

NASAL  GLEET. 

This  is  chronic  catarrh  and  is  always

BACK  TENDON  SPRAINS  OP  THE  FORE

Lameness  usually 
follows  at  once.  Shoe  so  as  to  raise  the  heels  and 
use  Intamatioiwl  Conopoimd  Abaorbant"  with  hand 
rubbing  and  a  cure  will  be  quickly  effected.

HOO  DISEASES. 

HrntB  are  very  lUBceptible  to  disease  and  they 
will  die  quickly  unless  they  have  very  prompt  and 
careful  attention.  Prof.  Law,  of  Cornell  Unlver- 
iity.  givea  fifteen  diseases  which  are  gener&lly  call- 
ed Hog  Cholera.  We  give  a  few  of  the  principal 
ones  so  that  you  can  see  the  necessity  for  very 
prompt  attention  in  any  case  of  sickness. 
CARE  OF  YOUR  H0Q8. 

It  is  of  the  greatest  importance,  in  the  care  of 
swine,  that  the  owner  should  always  have  in  view 
the  prevention  of  disease  rather  than  the  cure. 
Hofs  are  aubject  to  but  few  diseases  but  these  are 
malignant,  epidemic  or  contagious  of  the  most  ser- 
ious type.  It  is  very  difficult  to  give  medicine  to 
a  uick  hog.  and  this  c(itnbined  with  the  rapid  course 
of  the  diseases  which  ^ilfect  them,  makes  the  treat- 
ment of  disease  very  unsatisfactory  in  severe  cases 
of  hog  cholera,  pneumor.ia,  etc.  The  average  stock- 
man calls  every  disease  hog  cholera  which  affects 
his  hogs.  Prof.  Law,  of  Cornell  University,  givea 
fifteen  different  diseases  that  are  generally  called 
hog  cholera.  Many  of  the  milder  forms  of  these 
diseases  a>e  curable  when  given  proper  treatment 
and  care,  but  it  is  of  the  greatest  importance  to  re- 
member that  fully  one-half  depends  on  the  general 
care.  It  is  almost  impossible  to  make  a  majority 
of  farmers  understand  that  when  their  hogs  are  sick 
they  must  have  as  close  attention  as  he  would  give 
his  family  if  they  were  sick.  The  diseases  which 
affect  hogs  are  so  very  serious  and  run  their  course 
so  rapidly  that  sometimes  a  few  days'  neglect  will 
cause  the  loss  of  nearly  an  entire  herd  of  hogs. 
This  explains  why  one  farmer  will  take  "Interna*

This  is  what  will  save  ybu  great  loss  from 
hog  cholera.  '  When  jrour  hogs  are  sick  with  the 
worst  form  of  hog  cholera  we  do  not  believe  any- 
thing will  help  them,  and  the  safer  way,  in  rach 
cases,  is  to  take  an  ax  and  kill  them  at  once 'and 


then  bum  the  re  oaina.  This  is  for 
the  mahgwuit  form  o(  bog  cbolom. 
In  a  maiority  of  caaea  they  do  not 
have  thia  very  fatal  form,  and  they 
can  be  cured  with  proper  treatment 
MEASLBI. 
Measles  in  swine  ia  eauacd  by  a 
parasite  from  the  eggs  of  the 
regi^ar  tape-worm,  and  a  single 
tapeworm  laya  millions  of  eggs. 
Measly  pork  is  known  by  tne 
cysts  which  arc  often  as  large  aa 
a  grain  of  wheat.  They  arc  in 
the  muscular  tissues  of  the 
body.  It  is  never  safe  to  cat 
'  measly  pork  because  the  heat  in 
cooking  does  not  always  kill 
the  cysts,  and  if  they  are  taken 
into  the  human  system  they  pro- 
duce tape-worms  which  often 
grow  to  be  100  feet  in  length  and 
often  cause  death. 

TRICHINA. 

Trichina  is  specially  a  disease 
of  man,  the  hog  and  the  dog. 
They  are  very  small  but  yery  latal  in  their  cflecta.  They 
are  about  one-tenth  of  an  inch  hmg  and  bore  their  way 
info  the  muscles  and  become  encysted.  They  cause 
death,  because  being  almost  innumerable  they  cause 
the  most  terrible  pams  and  exhaustion,  and  but  few 
systems  can  stand  it  for  the  six  weeks  that  must 
elapse  before  they  become  encysted.  After  that 
time  they  do  no  harm.  The  symptoms  are  swelling, 
soreness  of  the  muscles  and  excruciating  pain.  The 
only  safe  way  is  never  to  eat  pork  unless  it  has  been 

Eroperly  and  thoroughly  cooked  and  subjected  to  a 
eat  of  over  140°  F.  Smoked  hams  that  are  boiled 
well  done  are  safe  to  eat,  Trichina  in  the  hog  ia 
caused  by  their  eating  rats,  mice  or  garbage  con 
taining  the  eggs  of  the  tapeworm. 

CONTAGIOUS  PLEURO-BNTERITXa. 

Inflammation  of  lung  and  bowels  with  red  blotches 
on  the  skin.  Thia  ia  very  common  and  the  moat 
dangerous  of  epidemic  diseases.  It  attacks  every 
age,  sex  or  condition,  and  is  very  fatal. 

BRY8IPBLOU8   PLBUR0-BNTBRITI8. 

.\nimat  is  dull,  loses  appetite,  hangs  the  head, 
does  not  move  about,  often  tries  to  vomit,  bowela 
usually  constipated,  urine  dark  color.  Red  -blotches 
appear  on  ears,  throat  and  fore  legs.  Hind  qiur- 
ters  often  paralyzed.  Sometimes  a  diarrhea  starts. 
In  bad  cases  the  animal  dies  in  from  one  to  three 
day  Almost  impossible  to  cure  as  the  animal  ia 
hai     lead  when  iirst  symptoms  are  noticed. 

MALIGNANT  SORB   THROAT. 

This  disease  localizes  in  the  mucus  membrane  of 
throat.  Blotches  appear  as  above  stated,  breathing 
is  labored,  will  n'  .  swallow.  Sometimes  the  larynx 
swells  so  that  an,.aal  suffocates  in  a  few  minutes. 

MALIGNANT  EPIZOOTIC  CATARRH. 

This  form  is  teiribly  jlestructive  and  the  symp- 
toms are  difficult  breathing,  panting,  lifting  flanks, 
cough,  fever,  running  at  the  noae,  constipation  or 
diarrhea,  and  can  hardly  walk.  Post  mortem  shows 
inflammation  of  naial  passages,  of  the  upper  part 
of  throat,  windpipe  and  lungs.  ' 

DIPHTHERIA. 

This  is  very  common  and  is  always  called  Hog 
Cholera.  The  symptoms  arc  sudden  sickness,  no 
appetite,  sore  throat,  great  weakness,  stiff  in  back 
and  loins,  mouth  is  generally  open  and  dry,  throat 
very  red  and  swollen  with  more  or  less  false  mem- 
brane. Animal  coughs,  lies  down,  sits  on  its  haunch- 
es or  leans  againsi  the  fence,  and  often  dies  while 
in  the  act  of  coughing  or  drinking.

CONTAGIOUS  FEVER. 
This  is  often  called  Intestinal  Hog  Cholera.  The 
symptoms  are  shivering,  prostration,  nose  hot  and 
dry,  will  not  eat,  eyes  sunken,  walks  unsteady, 
great  thirst,  pulse  weak  and  rapid,  dry  cough,  (|Uick 
breathing,  very  sore  belly,  constipation  followed  by 
diarrhea  and  passing  slime  and  blood  which  shows 
ulceration  of  the  bowels.  Last  stage,  stupor,  paraly- 
sis of  hind  quarters  and  jerking  of  limbs. 

APOPLEXY  OR  STAOGERi. 

This  occurs  usually  in  fat  hogs.  The  animal  is 
stupid,  becomes  blind  and  goes  around  in  a  circle, 
drops  suddenly,  limbs  straighten  out,  breathes  hard 
and  dies  quickly. 

COLDS  AND  COUGHS. 

The  symptoms  are  loss  of  appetite,  coughing  and 
heaving  of  flanks.  The  bogs  should  be  placed  in 
a  warm  pen  and  fed  easily  digested  food.  Large 
feeds  of  'intontational  Stock  Food"  will  soon  effect 
a  cure.

The  hen  is  a  good  mother  and  the 
chicks  are  hardy  and  fast  growers.  Cockerels  at  six 
months  of  age  often  wetith  five  to  six  pounds.  They 
ma!:e  a  _  valuable  cross  with  common  stock.  By 
introducing  one  cock  for  every  twenty  hens  the 
farmer  would  easily  double  the  value  of  his  product. 
The  birds  are  very  nuiet  and  a  low  fence  will  easilv 
restrain  them.  They  lay  large,  rich  eggs.  Tl; 
birds  wei^  from  eight  to  twelve  pounds  when  nu 
turrd. 

DARK  BRAHMAS. 

This  large  Asiatic  fowl  has  a  peculiar  history  on 
account  of  being  a  cross  of  Shanghai  and  Chitta- 
gong,  and  a  brood  of  chickens  being  sent  to  England 
by  an  American,  and  in  fifteen  years  they  were  de- 
veloped by  the  English  into  this  beautiful  and  valu- 
able fowl.  They  have  black  breasts,  wings  and  tails, 
with  balance  of  plumage  black,  white  and  steel  gray. 
The  cock  has  a  "pea  comb."  The  oeck  is  Short, 
hackle  full,  back  short  and  wide,  breast  full  and 
broad,  legs  short  and  yellow  and  well  covered  with 
feathers.
